ſelves, yet they have been employed to hide the light, 


and eat out the ſpirit of the New Teſtament: fo that, 
taken along with thoſe. errors, it turns out to be not 
only a dead, but a killing and deſtroying letter, in- 


ſtead of a miniſtration of life; every member there- 


of being, as it were, disjointed and broken; as, if 
bs you: let an error an . in the firſt figures of a
